self would become a prisoner of 
war. 


The force under the Duke was 


regarded here as the most import- 
ant which had maintained resis- 
tance In Ethiopia. 


Troops at Amba Alaji were re- 


ported to Include 7,000 
Italians. 


(Some reports said Colonial troops 
with the Italians brought the total 
to 35,000 to 38,000.) 


It was believed here that fas- 
cist forces holding out in the vic- 
inity of Gondar and Jlmma would 
go on fighting

their viceroy's action. 


The British made no estimates

SUNK IN SOUTH ATLANTIC 


NEW YORK, May 19.— 


(f)—The broad expanse of 
the South Atlantic—or pos- 
sibly the Indian Ocean— 
cloaked the fate today of 
120 Americans, 81 other 
passengers and 120 crew- 
men aboard the 8,299-ton 
Egyptian passenger liner Zamzam 
reported sunk on a voyages from 
New York to Alexandria, Egypt. 
Aside from the baro Alexandria 


announcement that the ship had 
gone to the bottom after leaving 
Feclfe (Pcrnambuco) 
Brazil, 
on 
April 9 for Capetown, South Africa, 
her next stop, there was no defi- 
nite word of what happened to the 
32-year-old motorshlp. 
London officials said merely that 
the ship was "presumed lost," de- 
clining to elaborate. 


So far as could bo confirmed 
nothing has been heard from tha 
Zamzam since she sailed out of 
Recife with 120 Americans aboard, 
including 24 American ambulance 
drivers and 
their 
assistants en 


route to service with the British 
and "Free French" forces In Egypt 
and a group of protestant and Cath- 
olic missionaries en route to posts 
in Central Africa. 


Might Ito Knldrr Victim. 


Since the Zamzam disappeared 
without a trace, New York shipping 
circles conjectured that she might 
have been tho victim of a German 
surface raider, which took off her 
passengers and crew. 


If she had hcenj torpedoed by a 


submarine, these quarters said, sur- 
vivors in all probability would have 
been located in lifeboats and picked, 
up by now.
